sion, that the mines will be kept bus\ 
during the dull season and tlie'rc wil 
be such a saving that the 27 per .cent 
wage increase granted the miners by 
the commission will be absorbed and 
not passed on the public. If not sr 
absorbed the wage increases granted 
500,000 miners, if charged entirely tc 
the consumers, will increase the price 
of coal 15 per cent beginning April 1. 
it was estimated. 


The issuance of Wilson's executive 


order

stabilizinu: the coal industry and pro 
tecting the consumer, it was believed 
here today. 


In its recommendations, the com-

As ;i re-still ul' the report of the bitum- 


inous con I commission and the call of 
Presidrill Wilson lo miners and opera- 
tors lo meet in joinl conference lo revise 
wage schedules in conformance with the 
recommendations of the coal commis- 
sion, we should have an amicably adjust- 
ed scale and peace in Ihe soft coa! indus- 
try for Ihe next two years. Although the 
report of the coal commission was not 
unanimous, the president correctly holds, 
•we think, Ihat Ihe findings of the majori- 
ty are "none the less the report of the 
commission and binding as such." Both 
Ihe operators and the miners agreed lo 
Ihe appointment of this commission and 
to the acceptance of its award as a basis 
for tormina ling the strike last winter 
which seriously interrupted coal produc- 
tion and menaced the country with suf- 
fering and'greal economic damage.

The commission's report recommends 


a substantial increase in wages lo all 
classes of employes over the scale of a 
year ago. 
Extensive investigation of

wages paid and costs of living in the min- 
ing districts have been made and pro- 
longed hearings on the subject held. The 
commission was made up of men inter- 
ested in an equitable solution of Ihe con- 
troversy and in seeing that justice was 
done both to the men and the operators. 
Its report indicates a painstaking and 
conscientious endeavor to ascertain the 
facts, and we believe the public will have 
confidence in the fairness and reason- 
ableness^ of ils recommendations. 


The president in effect confirms the 


award of the commission and orders its 
acceptance by both parties. "I am sure," 
be saysT'i'that no question, can properly 
be raised as to the binding character, of 
the award/' The^presidenl at the same 
time terminates government price fixing. 
He holds that he no longer should con- 
tinue the war power of the Lever act and 
that there should be no further attempt 
lo invoke federal control of prices unless 
"some grave emergency shall arise." Al- 
lenlion of Ihe operators is directed lo the 
fuel shortage and lo Ihe "extreme im- 
porlar.ce not only of their complying lo 
the fullest extent with the laws against 
combination in restraint of trade and 
against profiteering but also of exerting 
themselves affirmatively lo prevent ex- 
acting of unreasonable prices for coal." 


This program opens the road to sta- 


bility and good understanding in the coal 
industry, and for securing the maximum 
production of fuel.

This is a stroke at 
revolution which would seem lo be both 
timely and necessary. There can be no 
question, viewed from the standpoint ol" 
a .disinterested desire to see Germany re- 
gain its feel, that the present government 
and existing constitution should continue 
in force. The United Stales knows from 
experience, if the German people do not, 
lhal the salvation of that country lies in 
the preservation of the republic which * 
has been set up and the foundations upon 
which il rests. 


There would be no surer way lo bring 


about Germany's ruin than the overthrow 
of responsible representative govern- 
ment, and the substitution for il of irre- 
sponsible bolshevism or oilier institu- 
tions of 
an anarchistic or destructive 


character. Russia had far less, to loose 
from chaos than Germany has. The Ger- 
man nation was too far advanced econo- 
mically and socially lo undergo the con- 
sequences 
of subversive government 


without disaster that would be almost ir- 
retrievable. 


It is of course lo the interests of other 


nations lhal slablc government be re- 
tained in Germany at all costs, this for 
the carrying out of the peace treaty in 
good faith and the prevention of further 
warfare. It is also desirable for the pro- 
tcclion of Germany itself and for its 
sound reconstruction. If the evolution of 
free government in Germany is attended 
with a spirit of right adjustment toward 
the so-called allied nations, there can 
hardly be any question thai ultimately 
the terms of peace will be modified and 
applied in a way that will react lo Ger- 
many's advantage and her quicker res- 
toration to a position of strong vitality,- 
influence and material prosperity. Any 
other course would be suicidal and the 
allied nations will be serving Germany 
quite as much as themselves in prevent- 
ing il.

FOrt PRODUCTIVE EM- 


PLOYMENT

Madison. Wis.—In the administra- 


tion of the workmen's compensation 
act. the Industrial commission is now 
making: efforts to restore the earning 
capacity of seriously injured men, and 
no longer confines its efforts getting 
them compensation for injuries. 
The 


commission does this work throuRh- 
ine Handicap Division of the Milwau- 
kee Public Employment Bureau. This 
division was organized during the war 
period, and at lin>t gave most of its 
attention to disabled soldiers. 


At present, all cases of serious in- 


jury received in industry are reported 
:o the handicap division. Visits are 
_nade to the injured as soon as prac- 
ticable, and efforts are made to in- 
terest 
the 
injured 
in occupations 


which are suited to persons who are 
handicapped as he is. If possible, ef- 
forts are made to train him for some 
other equally remunerative employ- 
ment. 
The 
matter 
of training is 


handled by the State Board of Voca- 
tional Education. 


"Everything possible is done to en- 


courage the man to take a construc- 
tive attitude towaid the future, and 
to center his mind, not upon what 
has :?one. but upon what is left," said 
Miss Regina L. Dolan. superinten- 
dent of the handicap division under 
the Industrial Commission. Every ef- 
fort is made to save industrial crip- 
ples from the traditional jobs which 
fall 
to 
the 
handicapped in which 


wages are low. During the period of 
disability many injured men get into 
the "no work habit," and it is hence 
desirable 
to 
get them out of this 


frame of^mind as soon as possible. 
The 
handicap division can already 


show many placements of seriously 
injured 
persons 
in very good posi- 


tions. 
Many 
of 'these handicapped 


persons are 
earning 
considerably 


more than they ever did before their 
injury. 


\Visconsin is not the only state in 


which the industrial accident boards 
are

themselves in the 


restoration of seriously injured men 
to productive employment. 11 is now- 
very generally recognized that it is 
not enough to give an injured man a 
money 
compensation, 
but that he 


must be given assistance to again 
become a productive member of so- 
ciety.

passed the house of representatives, 
and has been favorably reoorted in 
the senate.
